With the coming of the 
New Year Westview will not 
so much ‘turn out the old" 
as "bring in the new." 

"The Center" opens at 
Westview on Saturday, 
January 9. Loosely pat- 
terned after the “drop-in” 
concept now in many 
secondary schools, the 
Center is an attempt to bring 
the building, its facilities and 
the community together. The 
organizors have rejected 
"specializing" or limiting 
the planned activities to 
attract only teen-agers. 
Instead, activities will be 
aimed at the housewife as 
well as the full-time student, 
the drop-out as well as the 
business man. 

Ken Little, a York 
university student recently 
associated with the center at 
Newtonbrook High School, 
will head the program at 
Westview. 

"We want the Center to be 
a "meeting place" more 
than anything else, If there is 
something to do at the same 
time, so much the better. 

With thousands of people 
in the immediate com- 
munity, there are bound to 
be plenty of ideas for 
projects and activities. 
We're prepared to act on a 
lot of them." 

The professional staff 
planned for the Center has 
been meeting with students 
at the school in recent weeks, 
Possible activities, ranging 
from continuing arts and 
crafts programs to athletic 
activities, were discussed.

"The Center" will operate 
weekends — Saturday 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and 7 p.m. to 
li p.m.; Sunday 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m.

elevator. Topping off the 
area are two “bubble” 
skylights, so designed as to 
provide natural lighting to 
both levels simultaneously. 


Plans to open the Resource 


Center to the general public 
one a trial basis are being 
discussed. 

Also making its debut will 
be the 144-seat lecture 
theatre adjacent to the 
resource center, a swim- 
ming pool, an additonal gym 
and ап environmental 
science lab and attached 
greenhouse.
